Byrnes to limit the size of Allied military forces in the Trieste area 
provided a possible basis of compromise today on a Russian demand 
that all troops should be withdrawn by a predetermined deadline after 
Trieste becomes an international territory. 


The troop issue is one of two outstanding controversies remaining 


in a settlement of the Trieste question, which is the- main obstacle to 
early completion of an Italian.. 
peace treaty.

the way in which it can transfer 
over from coal to the use of oil." 


He asserted "what is happening 


now may set the pattern for the 
future," adding that "if a large 
number of industries would shift 
over to oil, gas, or electricity, it 
might permanently lose thousands 
of miners their jobs."

THE INJUNCTION 


,y James Marlow, Associated Press Feature Writer, in Washington 


A court injunction (order) to prevent a strike is 


sheer poison to organized labor. 


That's why the CIO and AFL so bitterly blasted the 


government for seeking a federal injunction to prevent 
the coal miners' walkout. 


"What had happened was this: 
The government went into federal court Nov. 18. It 


asked the judge for an injunction against Lev/is. 


It wanted the injunction to stop John L. Lewis from 


ending his contract to mine coal for the government and 
from encouraging his miners to walk out. 


Instead of issuing an injunction right away, the court 


issued a temporary order telling Lewis not to do those 
things. 


The court told Lewis to appear in court Nov. 27 to 


show cause why the judge shouldn't issue an injunction, 
which would last longer than just a temporary order. 


Without going into all the details which followed, 


that's where the case stood—a temporary order against 
Lewis, maybe to be followed by an injunction—when the 
CIO and AFL screamed. 


Here's the history behind the scream: 
Organized labor has had an uphill struggle in this 


country. For most of our history the courts have been 
on the side of the employers. 


Until the 1880's unions were orten prosecuted as con- 


spirators. Then the courts clouted unions on the head 
by issuing injunctions. 


(An injunction is a court order forbidding a man or 


group of men to do something. For example: Striking.) 


The courts' view—meaning the judges' view—was 


this: The right to do business is a property right. If a 
man can't do business—say, because of a strike—-he 
suffers a property loss. 


In 1890 congress passed the Sherman anti-trust act 


to curb business monopolies and prevent their inter- 
fering with trade. This came at a time when corpora- 
tions were getting badly bloated. 


But federal judges began to'use the anti-trust act— 


through injunctions — against trade unions on the 
grounds that some of their activities, like those of big 
corporations, interfered with trade. 


Organized labor fought long and hard to wipe out 


this interpretation of the anti-trust act by the courts. 
And in 1914 congress passed the Clayton act to amend 
the Sherman act and protect unions from it. 


But then the supreme court ruled that the Clayton 


act did not exempt labor from the anti-trust provisions 
of the Sherman Act. So federal courts continued to 
issue in junctions against labor unions. 


At last congress in 1932 passed the Norris-Laguardia 


act—a very famous act in labor history—which puts a, 
stiff limit on the use federal courts can ns^e of in- 
junctions in labor disputes. 


NIGHT-TBEE TRAFFIC KILLER 


Look out or sudden death may strike you after dark! 
Night-time traffic will kill 25,000 people this year. 


That's twice the number doomed to die in daylight. 


So, beware of darkness! 
Be particularly alert these winter months when hours 


of darkness are longest and when sudden deaths are 
more frequent. 


This advice to motorists and pedestrians comes from 


the Cleveland office of informational service of The 
Street and Traffic Safety Lighting Bureau of New 
York. 


According to the Lighting Bureau, the degree of 


night visibility possible with antiquated street illumin- 
ation renders both motorists and pedestrians incapable 
of coping with modern traffic. 


Tests sponsored by the Bureau in representative 


cities show that street illumination nationally is far be- 
low traffic safety requirements. 
Cities recently tested 


included one of two million populatio, one of one million, 
one of 300,000 and one of 35.000. 


It was found that illumination of heavily-travelled 


thoroughfares was scarcely enough to properly light al- 
leys under the 1946 safety lighting code. Other streets, 
including residential and medium-traffic, lacked enough 
illumination to register on scientific light-measuring in- 
struments. 


This condition of inadequate illumination for safe vis- 


ibility was rapidly being corrected up to 1941, according 
to the Bureau. The war interrupted widespread street 
lighting modernization programs which cities and towns 
throughout the country were demanding in the interests 
of traffic safety. These relighted sections already show

Quiz Bookmarks 


Those who borrow book* from the libraries 


In Warren, Sheffield and Youngsvllle In the 
next few weeks will be provided an easy way 
of checking' up on their health. Bookmarks 
being placed in books borrowed contain a 
check list to test the reader's knowledge 
about chest x-rays and tuberculosis symp- 
toms. They also bear holiday greetings from 
the Warren County Tuberculosis and Health 
Society, which has supplied the markers. The 
bookmarks serve not only as a health check 
list, but also as a reminder of the annual 
Christmas Seal Sale, which opens November 25 to raise funds to 
combat tuberculosis. "This disease is particularly dangerous," 
say the librarians, "because It seldom has pronounced outward 
symptoms in its early stage. The disease may progress to the 
point where recovery is difficult before the individual knows he 
is ill. Meanwhile, he may be Innocently spreading' tuberculosis 
to his family and friends. If all cases of tuberculosis could be 
found when the disease first strikes and its victims placed under 
Immediate treatment, we could prevent its spread. Tuberculosis 
can be found in its early stages by means of a chest x-ray, be- 
cause the x-ray can 'see' the diseased lung before the individual 
is aware he is ill. If every adult had periodic chest x-rays and 
those found to have tuberculosis accepted immediate treatment, 
we could conquer this public health menace."

In th« current lasu« at Today, 
the house organ of the Penelec, 
there Is an Interesting article from 
the pen of Col. P. J. Stevenson, of 
the Penelec staff. It follows: 


One of the largest industrial 
power consumers of Penelec 1« the 
.National Forge 
and Ordnance 
Company, Irvine. This customer, 
served from the Eddy etreet sub- 
station of the Warren district, is 
engaged in the manufacture tf 
basic electric steel forgings, to- 
gether with a considerable amount 
of ordnance work for both the 
Army and Navy. While the Na- 
tional Forge is not large compared 
with our giant steel organizations, 
it is one of America's outstanding 
medium-sized steel forging firms. 


Th« company was organized in 
Brie in 1914 as the National Forge 
and Tool Company. In tlie spring 
of 1927 it was reorganized as the 
National Forge 
and Ordnance 


Company and entered into the pro- 
duction of heavy ordnance forgings 
in addition to the regular line of 
commercial forgings. The growth 
in electric load has been tremen- 
dous over this period. In 1926, a 
statement for 5140 per month was 
considered high. Since that time 
the load has grown from a few 
hundred kw. to a connected load 
in excess of 20,000 kw. In the 
same period of time the kwh. has 
grown from 11,000 to a maximum 
monthly use of 1,750,000. 


Early in 1929 the management 


of National Forge decided to in- 
stall an electric arc furnace. 
In. 
the summer of that year the first 
installation of a 3-phase Heroult 
electric furnace was ready for trial. 
This was a six-ton furnace, capa- 
ble of producing at least eight tons 
of steel per heat. It had a con- 
nected «apaoity of S.OOO kva. 
It 


wa* followed within a short time 
by a twelve-ton, furnace, capable 
o* producing a toinimum of fifteen 
tons of steel per heat, and a. small 
4-ton experimental furnace. These 
three furnaces give a combined 
capacity of approximately twenty- 
nine net tons per heat and, by 
teaming them, produce a 60,000- 
nound weight Ingot. 
During the 


pa-st emergency, as much as 100 
tons of the finest steel was pro- 
duced daily in ingot form. 
It was through the foresight of 


the management that National 
Forge and Ordnance Company has 
continued to grow and now has the 
reputation of being one of the 
leading manufacturers in the forg- 
ing industry. Thi» is evidenced by 
the large volume of quality com- 
mercial forgings produced and by 
their outstanding production of 
ordnance for the Army and Navy 
during World War H. Their ac- 
complishments for the latter re- 
sulted in their being awarded the 
Navy Ordnance E, All Navy E 
with one star, and the Army-Navy 
E with five stars. However, one 
should not be led to believe that 
the company's ordnance production 
occurred solely during the past 
emergency. 
National Forge has 
worked closely with the Army and 
Navy since World War I. 
Their 
slogan, "Make Sure Tour Forgings 
are National Forged" is sound ad- 
vice to all users of forgings desir- 
ing high quality productions.
